Noted Writer Holds Saxon 
as Well as Prussian Re- 
sponsible for Scourge.

[The Belgian Playwright.] 

LONDON, Sept. 18.~At these moments 
of tragedy none should be allowed to 
speak pho cannot shoulder a rifle, for 
the written word seems so monstrously 
useléss and so overwhelmingly {1ivial in 
face of this mighty drama that will for 
a long time and may be forever free man- 
kind from the scourge of r—the one 
scourge among ail) that cannot be ex- 
cused and that cannot be explained, since 
alone among all scourges it issues en- 
tirely from the hands of men. 

But it is while this scourge is upon us— 
while we have our being in its very cen- 
ter, that we shall do well to weigh the 
guilt of those who committed this in- 
expiable crime. It is now, when we are 
in the awful horror, undergoing and feel- 
ing it, that we have the energy and clear- 
sightedness needed to judge it. From the 
depths of the most fearful injustice jJus- 
tice is best perceived. When the hour 
shall have come for settling accounts— 
it will nc: t be long delayed—we shall have 
forgotten much of what we have suflered 
and a censurabile pity will creep over us 
and cloud our eyes. 


Sympathy Will Be Sought. 
This is the moment, therefore, for us 
to frame our inexorable resolution. After 
the final victory,, when the enemy is 
crushed—as crushed he will be—efforts 
will be made to enlist our sympathy. 
We shall be told that the unfortunate 
German people are merely the victims 
ot their monarch and their feudal caste; 
that no blame attaches to the Germany 
we know that is so sympathetic and cor- 
dial—the Germany of quaint old houses 
and open hearted greetings; the Ger- 
many that site under ite lime trees be- 
neath the clear light of the moon—but 
enly to Prussia, hateful, arrogant Prus- 
gia; that homely, peace loving Bavaria, 
the genial, hospitable dwellers on the 
benks of the Rhine, the Silesian and 
Saxon—I know not who besides—have 
merely obeyed and been compelled to 
obey ordera they detested, but were un- 
able to resist. 

Proofs in Hand. 

We are in the face of reality now. Let 
us look at it well and pronounce our 
sentence, for this is the moment when 
we hold the proofs in our hands; when 
the elements of the crime are hot before 
us and should be brought out—the truth 
that wil} scon fade from our memory. 
Let us tell ourselves now, therefore, that 
all we shall be told hereafter will be faise. 
Let us unflinchingly adhere to what we 
decide at this moment, when the glare of 
the horror ia on us. 

It is not true that in this gigantic crime 
there are innocent and guilty or degrees 
of guilt. They stand on one level, all who 
have taken part. The German from the 

north has no more especial craving for 
blood than the German from the south 
has especial] tenderness and pity. It is 
very simple. It is the German from one 
en@ of the country to the other who 
stands revealed ag a beact of prey that 
the firm will of our planet finally repudi- 
ates. 

No Slaves in Case. 

We have here no wretched slaves 
dragged along by ® tyrant king, whe 
alone is responsible. Nations have the 
government they deserve, or rather the 
government they have is truly no more 
than a magnified public projection of 
the private morality and men tality of the 
nation. 

If 80,000,000 innocent people merely ex- 
pose the siciab falseness and super-

WOMEN KILLED 
BY MUSHROOMS 


Nine Iii After Eating 
Plants Supposed Poi- 
soned to Punish 
Thieves. 


PEDDLED BY 3 BOYS. 


Coroner Seeks Indiana Farmer 
from Whose Patch Youths 
Took the Fatal 
Plants. 


September is the month of mushrooms 
among the Polish residents of South Chi- 
cago. It is the month when they are 
most plentiful in Indiana, and the boys 
flock across the etate line, gather therm 
in gumny sacks, and peddle them among 
their neighbors. 

Four boys gathered a large quantity 
of them on Thursday on a farm near Mc- 
Cool, Ind. There was a sign on the farm 
fence bearing a warning to trespassers. 
The farmer, who raises the mushrooms 
for the market, had been annoyed by 
thieves, itis said. Three of the hoys dis- 
regarded the sign and gathered the white 
bulbous growths from inside the fence. 
The fourth boy was more cauticus. He 
gathered hie at the outer edge of the 
fence. 


Boys Peddle scdliotne. 

The boys returned with their loads, sup- 
plied their families and relatives with the 
aelicacies, and paddled the remainder 
among the neighbors. Asa result of eat- 
ing the mushrooms gathere@ inside the 
fence \wo women are dead and nine other 
persons a-e seriously ill. The police be- 
Lieve ihe List of victims will extend to 
thirty or forty before an investigation, 
which begins today, is completed.

Russians Hem In Foes 
After Great Battle: 
Surrender Expected. 


OPEN WAY TO BERLIN 


{By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 

LONDON, Sept. 13.—The government is 
momentarily expecting news of the sur- 
render of the remnants of two great Aus- 
trian armies. These, commanded by 
Gens. von Auffenberg and Dankl, have 
been shattered by the Russians in Galicia. 
The Austrians made desperate endeavors 
to concentrate in the vicinity of Rawa- 
ruska, but have been completely sur- 
rounded. 

Caught between rivers, unable to pro- 

tect wagon trains or transport artillery in 
& marshy country, the Austrians have 
been cut off from food supplies and am: 
munition, and are at the mercy of the 
Russian horsemen and guns, 
It is estimated that the Austrian gen- 
erals were able to withdraw 180,000 men 
after disastrous defeats at Knasnik and 
Tomaszow, which succeeded overwhelm- 
ing reverses at Lublin and Lemberg, and 
that this vast force, the flower of Francis 
Joseph's army, will be made prisoners.

Apply Mushroom Test, 

The boys brought the mushreoms back 
to South Chicago and sold them around 
the neighborhood. The Poles cook them 
with white onions or a silver apoon or a 
dime as a test to see whether they are 
mushreoms or toadstools. If they are 
toadstools, the silver and the onions will 
turn dark. These teets were applied by 
the Zemrowski and Zmudzinski families, 
and the onions remained white, snowing 
that the growths were of the edibie vari- 


Tests of the supply gathered by the 
Lewandoski bey also disclosed the fact 
that they were mushrooms. Those who 
ate of his mushrooms, however, were not 
stricken. 

The residents of the district crowded 
out inte the streets at night and talked 
in excited groups. Many had purchased 
mushrooms from the Zmudzinski anc 
Zemrowski boys. From them the police 
learned of other cases of sickness. 

Frank Zmudzinek! sald he believed the 
farmer had poisoned the mushrooms. 

“ Ignatz, Leo and I went out to the farm 
about two miles east of McCool on a Bal- 
timore and Qhio freight train,’’ Frank 
sald. “We had eut there before 
several times. We've been gathering 
mushrooms for a long time, and I know

The reports agree that the Russians 
have taken 60,000 prisoners, including 
1,100 officers, in the last two days, and 
that immense quantities of artillery, am- 
munition, and military stores have fallen 


The French government report received 
here tonight wae: “ The battle which has 
been fought in Galicia during the last 
seventeen days has ended with a great 
victory for the Russian arms. The Aus- 
trians are in retreat along the whole 
front, leaving in the hands of the Rus- 
elans a large number of prisoners and 
supplies.” 

Austrians Near to Surrender. 

The Daily Chronicle's Petrograd cor- 
respondent says that two Austrian armies 
have been surrounded and 60,000 pris- 
oners taken, including 500 officers of one 
army and 600 of the other. The sur- 
render of both armies, the correspondent 
says, is impending. 

From Rome, by way of Vienna, the re- 
port was: ‘“ Russians have surrounded 
Rawaruska, where the remnants of the 
Austrian armies in Galicia have concen- 
trated. Weakened by losses and repeated 
defeats, exhausted by disastrous re- 
treats, harassed by hostile inhabitants 
who are aiding the Russians, the Aus- 
trian forces are on the point of capitula- 
tion.” 

Will Open Way to Berlin. 

The surrender of Von Auffenberg and 
Dank! will have two immediate results, 

The way will be open for a mighty Rus- 
sian host to advance toward Breslau and 
Berlin, and for an independent force of 
Russians and Servians to form a junction 
for an advance toward Budapest and 
Vienna. It is learned from Rome, from 
authoritative sources, that the Russians, 
immediately upon completing operations 
against Przemsy! and Cracow, will march 
directly toward Vienna. 

Tt is reported to be the Ruasian plan 
to form « junction with a Servian army 
which is to march northward through 
Hungary along the river Tisza, now that 
Semlin has been captured. Servian troops 
are advancing rapidly through Austria 
te unite with their Russian allies, whe 
are werking south from the passes of the 
Carpathians. 

Russians Menace Germany. 

In Galicia, with the surrender of the 
two armies of Austria, probably 1,000,000 
Russian soldiers can be expected to strike 
for Breslau, practically the only first rate 
fortification barring the way to Beriin 
from the southeast. There is a report 
that Kussian cavalry have penetrated al- 
ready to the vicinity of Posen and Bres- 
lau, and that they have been there for 
two days.

Capital Hospitals Are Empty; 
Turcos Appear Immune 
to Intense Pain. 


LONDON, Sept. 13.—The stream of 
wounded from the battlefields of the 
Marne and Ourca is being directed pas‘. 
Paria to the hospitals in the rear, says a 
Paris dispatch to Reuter's Telegram com. 
pany. 

The obvious reason for this is that until 

igs quite certain that Paris will not 
have to defend itself against attack it 
would be unwise to fill the ample hospita! 
accommodations of the capital 

Of special interest are the British and 
American hospitals at Neuilly, which are 
splendidly equipped for the work before 
them. At present their accommodation is 
not strained. In the American hospital 
only fifty-five of the 500 beds are occupied. 


Hand to Hand Fight. 
A British soldier of the Sixth dragoons, 


suffering from bullet wounds in the hip, 
told of a grim incident at Compiegne. 

The night before the battle his squadron 
was on outpost duty. Some firing had 
been heard and he rode ahead of his 
aquadron to find out what was happening, 
in the belief that*French cavalry were 
engaged with the Germans close at hand. 

He ecantered along the moonlit road 
until suddenly, in the shadow of trees, he 
found himself in the midst of a group of 
horsemen—Germans. He had a carbine 
acroga the neck of hig horse and he fired 
point blank into the breast of a German 
trooper. The German was as quick with 
his weapon and both men fell to the 
ground. 

An instant later the British squadron 
came clattering up and cut the German 
detachment —abeut thirty strong — to 
pieces. 

Tired, Forced te Move Camp. 

British cavalrymen in the hospital say 
that they were a good deal pestered by 
the German aeroplanes during the retrest 
from Mons. 

Whenever a German acroplane appeared 
over the bivouac the order was given to 
eharige camp.

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KRUPPS GIVE $7,500,000 
TO THE GERMAN WAR LOAN. 


Teutonic Press Urges Public to 
Come Forward with Subscriptions 
to Fund, Assuring Victory. 


[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 

COPE NHAGBEN, Sept. 13,—-The German 
press urgently appeais for public support 
for the German wer loan, pointing out the 
victories already won justify the hope 
that the expenses and burdens of the war 
will finally fall on those who disturbed 
the peace of the German empire. The 
Krupps have subscribed for $7,500,000 of 
the loan. 

“The English fleet is still unweakened. 
The fighting off Helgoland shows that it 
peeks t® aftack,” the Berlin Vorwaerta, 
the Soc'alist paper, says. ‘It is wise not 
to underrate the danger of the war last- 
ing a .ong time. In regard to food, one 
or two years do not matter, but the sup- 
ply of raw materials for our industry 
cannot be regarded lightly. 

“The English have not dared to bleck- 
ade our harbors for fear of our mines, 
torpedo boats, and submarines. But the 
international law of maritime warfare 
gives them other means of cutting our 
imports”

Mrs, Willlam Astor Chanler 
Describes Influx of 
Wounded at Amiens.

BORDEAUX, Sept. 13.—Mre. William 
Astor Chanler and her two children, and 
the Countess Robert de Bondy, also with 
her two children, have come to Bordeaux 
from Hardelot, near Bolougne, where 
they occupied a villa until the day the 
Germans invaded northern France. 
Heeding the warnings of French officers 
they fled to Amiens, where they found 
the station and the space around i black 
with refugees and hundreds of wounded 
soldiers, chiefly English. 

“It was a most poignant and intcrcsi- 
ing experience,’’ Mrs. Chanler said. “ We 
shall never forget the heroism and splen- 
did optimism displayed by those young 
men who had just emerged in a pitiable 
condition from fighting near Lecateau 


and Aulnoye. 


Whole Regiment Wiped Out, 
“ An English Neutenant named Monk- 


house told us that his regiment had taken 
up a position and in the night was eur- 
prised in its trenches by the Geran ans. 
His knee was shattered. He tost etn- 
sciousness and only regained :t te find 
only seven of his men alive,

render, but the first soldier to hold up 
his hands in token of compliance was 
struck over the head with hig own riffe, 
dying instantly. 
“‘In the cenfusion the lieuienant es- 
caped, leaning on the shoulders of two of 
his men. He hid in the woods until 
rescued and brought to Amiens.

Willing to Die to Win, 

s' All, even those grievously wounded, 
expressed an ardent desire to get back to 
the fighting line as quickly as possible.

JOFFRE TELIS OF VICTORY. 

Gen, Geallieni, military governor of 
Paris, today réceived the following mes- 
sage from Gen. Joffre, commander in 
chief of the French army: 

“The battle of the last five days has 
ended in an undeniable victory. The 
retreat of the first, second, and third 
German armies is hastening before our 
left; and at our center, in turn, the 
fourth German army is commencing to. 
fall back to the north from Vitry-le- 
Francois and from. the Sermaize-les- 
Bains (in the province of Marne, sev 
enteen miles east of Vitry-le-Francois). 

“ Moreover, the enemy has left upon 
the battlefield many wounded and quan- 
tities of munitions of war. Also, in 
gaining ground, we have made many 
prisoners. Our troops show evitiences 
of the intensity of the struggle and the 
extraordinary efforts made by the Ger- 
mans in their sa: to resist ous 
vehemence. 

“Our vigorous retaking of the offen- 
sive has determine’ the success. Every 
officer, subaltern and soldier has se 
sponded to my call) All merit well 
trom the fatherland.”

LONDON, Sept. 13.—A _ Bordeaux 
dispatch to Lloyd's Weekly News says 
the line of communications used by the 
Germans has been cut and they cannot 
make use of the lines east of the Ar- 
gonne forest owing to the rapid ad- 
vance of the allies on the center and 
right.

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BELGIAN PRELATE TALKS TO VAST CROWD IN LONDON. 


ALLIES WILL WIN, 
-CARDINAL TELLS 
90,000 IRISHMEN 


Mercier of Belgium Sheds 
Tears at Cheers of 
Marchers in London. 


AID PROMISED HIS NATION 


LONDON, Sept. 18.—Remarkable scenes 
were witnessed this afternoon outside 
Westminster cathedral. From the bal- 
cony of the cathedral Cardinal Mercier, 
primate of Belgium and archbishop of 
Malines, biessed a procession of London 
Irish men and women numbering more 
then 50,000. 

When the cardinal appeared on the bal- 
cony he was faced by a denge crowd 
stretching from one end of the avenue 
to the other. He stood between John E. 
Redmond, the Irish Nationalist leader, 
and T. P. O’Connor, with John Dillon, the 
bishop of Southwark, and many distin- 
etlished Catholic laymen grouped around. 

The appearance of the cardinal was the 
signal for cheering, which continued for 
several minutes. He had recently re- 
turned from the papal conclave at Rome, 
and during his absence from Malines he 
learned of the hawoc wrought by the Ger- 
mans throughout his archdiocese. In 
London he learned that his sister and 
three nephews were among the refugees 
from Belgium. 

At the applause the cardinal was over- 
come with emotion and tears rolled down 
his cheeks as he stood with outstretched 
arma, 

The procession occupied an hour in pass- 
ing, and when the first section halted the 
eardinal commended silence. Then, rais- 
ing his hands, he shouted: 

“ God save Ireland !”’ 

This wae the signa! for a fresh roar of 
cheers and the crowd shouted back: 

“God save Belgium!” 


Reads Message to Belgium. 

After the procession passed, Mr. U’Con- 
nor read an address signed by Mr. Red- 
mond on behalf of the Irish party and 
Mr. O'Connor on behalf of the Irish peo- 
ple, as follows: 

“To all the civilized world your coun-

Wh.ale 
he was gathering some of the raw pieces 
from an alley in the rear of the Zmud- 
zinski home he came across six or seven 
dead chickens which evidently had 
pecked st the scraps thrown out there. 
Dr. Spr'rger also took some of the onions 
which had been cooked with the mush- 
rooms. ; 

“The white onion is the customary 
test,"’ Dr. Springer said. “If the onion 
turns black or even dark it shows that 
the mushrooms are bad or that they are 
not mushrooms at all, but toadstools, 
which are poisonous. The white onions 
used in cooking these particular growths 
did not turn black or dark, members of 
the families of th® victims informed me, 
and for that reason it was supposed that 
the growths were good mushrooms and 
the vici'ms partook of them heartily. I 
have these onions and they do not appear 
to have veen discolored any.” 


Seeks Identity of Owner. 

“This would tend to indicate the 

e mushrooms and that they 
may ay have been poisoned. To the best of 
my knowledge the uncooked growths 
turned over to me are mushrooms, and 
not toadstools. This injects mystery into 
the affair, which I believe warrants a 
thorough investigation. 

“Upon analyzing the samples that I 
have if I find any trace of paris green or 
other poison I shall order the inquest 
postponed and recommend to the police 
that they learn the identity of the owner 
of the field down near McCool wherein 
they were picked and question him.”

His Method of Robbing 
Jewelry Salesmen. 


SAYS “NERVE” DID. IT. 

How he succeeded in stealing $130,000 
worth of jevelry from salesmen was 
told yesterday ty Bernard Rifmann, alias 
Lande, at the Brighton Park police sta- 
tion. 

“It was no trick at all,” seid the man, 
whom Pinkerton detectives arrested at 
the home of his mother, 3861 Grenshaw 
street. “‘ It required a little nerve, that's 
all. Jewelry salesmen are the most care- 
less peopic in the world. They often let 
strangers carry their samples, the value 
of which is from $25,000 to $200,000. Ihad 
worked around hotels and got wise to the 
habits of jewelry salesmen. One day the 
thought occurred to me to try my hand 
in getting away with a galeeman’s sample 
cases. .I hung around the hotels, and 
when a carrier was wanted I offered my 
services. 


Keeps His Identity Secret. 

‘*T was known as‘ Jack ' to several car- 
riers and hotel porters, but they never 
knew my idertity. About six months 
after I started carrying samples I decided 
to pull off my firatjob. A salesman named 
Anton, who represented a Newark jewelry 
house, came to Chicago.

Central America Ready to 
Trade Raw Materials, 
Says Hlonduras Consul. 


EUROPE MARKETS SHUT 


An excellent opportunity for American 
manufacturers to sell their products is 
offered in the Central American markets, 
according to a report from Consul Walter 
F. Boyle at Ceiba, Honduras, issued by 
the department of commerce yesterday. 

The consul advises that the amount of 
goods which Americans will be able to 
dispose of there depends considerably on 
| the raw products which they can purchase 
from the producers of that part of the 
western hemisphere. 

“The effect: of the present unsettied 
conditions in Europe on the demand from 
this consular district for goods usually 
purchased in the United States is prob- 
lematical,’””’ Consul Boyle states, ‘* but 
‘there is no doubt as to the immediate 
change resulting in the purchase from the 
| United States of goods normally bought in 
Europe. 


Exports Regulate Imports. 

‘* Any increase in the demand for goods 
normally bought in the United States 
will depend largely on an increase in the 
value of the exports of the district or 
the development of an immediate market 
for latent products. Two of the most im- 
portant of these latent products are ba- 
nanas and meat, while cocoanuts, hide, 
| rubber, and sarsaparilla are produced for 
| export. 

“With any increase in the demand for 
these latent pfoducts of the district, it is 
| certain the buying power thus increased 
| would cause the purchase from the United 
States of a much greater amount of the 


articles usually bought from that country. | 
These include foodstuffs, mostly flour, | 


| rice, canned goods (except meats), hams, 
‘bacon, salt pork, tard, and sugar, staple 
_dry goods, ready made clothing for tropi- 
| cal wear, and cheap cotton goods, shoes,

FRENCH PEOPLE UNITED

All French Factions Unite.

The German efforts to take away for 
its own benefit the sympathy and appro- 
bation of all neutral countries also was 
a failure. Hyprocrisy and slanderous 
tales were unmasked. Finally, its hopes 
became negative by the recently signed 
convention between the allies.
